Vessel 
commenced to break up at onco; boats 
washod away at 3r.a. Urew attempted to 
land by swimming, Second mate and 5 
seamen drowned in the attempt. The 
‘remainder, sayen in number, reached’ the 
shore, Remained on the Island 49 days. 
Were treated- kindly by the inhabitants. 


Taken off tho Island by the ship’ Cambrian, 


Monarch and brought to Singapore, arriving 
here on-the Sth August.”

16701, the Groat “Hustorn Company found 
it out and sued him to recover the money, 
on the principle that an employer is entitled | 
to xecover from his agent any profits made 
by him in hia employ. The plaintiff after- 
wards (in tho present action) aued the. Dosk 
Compauy for the 8001. remaining due on the 
percentage, when thoy set up the illegality 
of the agreement ‘as a defence, At tho 
trial, the jury found that the 5 por cent.’ 
was partly for obtaining the contract, and 
that it was calculated to bias the. mind of
